Two juvenile cases were handled, both being for 
larceny, and one of the juveniles was sent to Industrial 
School. 


II. Municipal Courts. 


As your Solicitor I have presented and prosecuted 
in the Municipal Courts of our County 43 offences 
against the liquor laws of the State, of which 18 were 
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charged with keeping for sale, with fines totalling 
$2,045; 8 with transportation, fines totalling $1,000; 
10 with illegal possession, fines totalling $350; 7 with 
manufacture, fines totalling $500. Total sentences 
imposed came to 75 months. Of these, five only were 
second offences, four of which were committed, and 
one acquitted on appeal. 


The other offences prosecuted in behalf of cities and 
towns were as follows :— 


1 adultery 

2 reckless driving 

1 drunk 

8 petty larceny 

3 assault 

1 carrying concealed weapon 

2 failure of physicians to report births 
1 practising clairvoyance 

1 non-support 

1 sale of adulterated maple sugar 
1 driving without license 


Of these, two were acquitted and all of the rest con- 
victed, with sentence either imposed or suspended. 

On the whole, I believe the law is being fairly well 
observed in this County, and County, Municipal, State 
and Federal officials are rendering good service.
